1 . FINAL REPORTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS ON THE FOUR ADVANCED 
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HEALTH CARE PROJECTS (ORGANIZED AMBULATORY HEALTH SERVICES- 
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FRG; AUTOMATION OF CLINICAL LABORATORIES-UK; SYSTEMATIC 
ASSESSMENT OF HEALTH SERVICES-CANADA; AND EMERGENCY 
MEDICAL SERVICES-ITALY AND PORTUGAL) ARE BEING FINALIZED 
FOR THE SPRING 1976 PLENARY. DRAFTS OF THE REPORTS WERE

1. NON-ELECTRICAL USES. SINCE THE LAST MEETING IN JUNE, 

1975, THIS PROJECT HAS BEEN UNDER THE DIRECTORSHIP OF 
PAUL SANGNIER OF THE DGRST. US AND FRENCH OFFICIALS ARE 
EXPECTED TO MEET IN FEB IN PARIS AND FRANCE IS EXPECTED TO 
OUTLINE PLANS FOR THIS PROJECT AT THE SPRING PLENARY. CCMS 
REPORT NO. 40 HAS BEEN PRINTED AND WILL BE DISTRIBUTED. 

2. BRINE REINJECTION. THE NEXT MEETING OF THE BRINE 
REINJECTION PROJECT WILL BE HOSTED BY NEW ZEALAND AT 
WAIRAKEI, AUGUST 29-SEPT 3, 1976. THE MEETING WILL IN- 
CLUDE VISITS TO NEW ZEALAND’S GEOTHERMAL FIELDS. FURTHER 
DETAILS WILL BE ANNOUNCED AT THE SPRING 1976 PLENARY. 
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3. SMALL POWER PLANTS. A MEETING OF THE SMALL POWER 
PLA TS PROJECT WAS HOSTED BY PORTUGAL AT FURNAS, SAO 
MIGUEL, THE AZORES, SEPT 8-11, 1975. DELEGATES AGREED 
TO ESTABLISH AN EXPERT GROUP WHICH IS CURRENTLY DRAFTING 
SPECIFICATIONS FOR A PROTOTYPE SMALL POWER PLANT. THE 
REPORT OF THE EXPERT GROUP IS EXPECTED IN EARLY MAY 1976. 
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4. RESERVOIR ENGINEERING. THE NEXT MEETING ON RESERVOIR 
ENGINEERING WILL BE HELD IN CONJUNCTION WITH THE MEETING 
OF THE BRINE REINJECTION PROJECT IN EARLY SEPTEMBER AT 
WAIRAKFI, NFW ZEALAND. 

5. DRY HOT ROCK. SENIOR SCIENTISTS FROM THE FEDERAL 
REPUBLIC OF GERMANY AND FRANCE ARE CONTINUING TO PARTI- 
CIPATE IN FIELD OPERATIONS AT THE LOS ALAMOS LABORATORY 


DRY HOT ROCK DEMONSTRATION SITE. FIRST REPORTS OF 
THEIR WORK PROJECTS ARE CURRENTLY AVAILABLE AND IT IS 
EXPECTED THAT ITALY AND THE UNITED KINGDOM WILL PARTI- 
CIPATE IN THE NEAR FUTURE. 

6. INFORMATION EXCHANGE. THE ITALIAN NATIONAL RESEARCH 
COUNCIL AND THE ENERGY RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT ADMIN- 
ISTRATION ARE FINALIZING ESTABLISHMENT OF INTERNATIONAL 
GEOTHERMAL INFORMATION COLLECTION CENTERS IN PISA AND 
BERKELEY (CALIFORNIA). IT IS EXPECTED THAT THE UNITED 
STATES WILL HAVE PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITY IN THE PACIFIC 
AREA AND THE AMERICAS, AND ITALY IN AFRICA AND EUROPE.

RECOMMENDATIONS FOR A FINAL MEETING EXPECTED IN EARLY 1977. 

2. THE LAST MEETING OF THE INTERNATIONAL INDUSTRIAL 
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DATA BASE PROJECT WAS HELD IN BONN IN NOVEMBER, 1975. THE 
MAJOR TOPICS OF THAT MEETING WERE METHODS OF ANALYSIS OF 
ENERGY DATA REPORTS IN THE CEMENT, STEEL AND PLASTICS 
INDUSTRY AND IMPROVED ENERGY ACCOUNTING. AT THE NEXT 
PROJECT MEETING WHICH WILL BE HELD IN PETTEN, THE 
NETHERLANDS, MARCH 1-2, 1976, DELEGATES WILL FINALIZE 
REPORTS ON CEMENT AND STEEL, CONTINUE WORK ON PLASTICS AND 
ENERGY ACCOUNTING AND DISCUSS CREATION OF A DATA BASE IN
